The Identification Divisiot^ias nc^nformation to 
indicate that the latent fingerprints are those of SBHor||H| Prior to con- 
sidering the recommendation of the General Investigative Division, the Memphis 
Office should submit elimination prints of the hotel employees and law enforce- 
ment officers who may have had occasion to handle the evidence. Upon receipt 
of such elimination prints the Identification Division will make comparisons with 
the latents developed on the hotel registration cards^This examination might 
very well eliminate the two latent prints on the oneVHflf card which do appear 
to be possibly susceptible to the recommended comparison. 

If the General Investigative Division feels that on the basis of the 
information available to them that the costly, time-consuming examination which 
they have recommended is warranted, then it is suggested that the elimination 
prints be obtained before proceeding further in this matter.
